Governor Pinchot of Pennsylvania, who is act 
ing as referee between the anthracite operators 
and the miners’ union, says the threatened tie-uy 
of the industry must not occur, because the public 
need coal and are entitled to have it. That may 
end the matter, but it may not. The strike-maker 
has about as cheerful disregard to the rights and 
interests of the public as the corporations used 
to have in the days before they were brought 
under restraint of law. In fact he counts on 
pinching the consumers until they ‘‘squeal’’ in 
order to bring the boss to time. Perhaps the 
U.M.W.A. officials in Pennsylvania are afraid of 
the public or of the law enforcement branch of 
the state government. If so they are different 
from Mr. Ryan and his assistants who tried to 
shut down the mines in this district last wiater 
If the Governor really means it he had better call 
for volunteer miners, and order out the state 
troops to protect them. 


THE ANTHRACITE STRIKE. 

The anthracite coal strike is staged for Satur- 
Gay, Sept. 1st. The U.M.W.A. demand ¢ twenty 
per cent. increase to contract miners and a $2.00 
a day increase to day men. The operators say that 
these increase would add $2.00 a ton to the cost of 
enthracite coal. They have declined to give the 
increase and the U.M.W.A. has decided that the 
miners will not work unless they do. 


The original demands of the U.M.W.A. inelud- | 


ed the ‘‘check-off.’’ This is an arangement which 
prevails in the bituminous mine fields, whereby 
the operator collects the monthly tolls or ‘‘dues’’ 


from the wages due the miners and hands it over 
to the union. During the negotiations that have 
taken place this demand has been withdrawn in 
exchange for certain concessions by the opera- 
tors 60 that the only question remaining is in 
regard to wages
